Low as these miserable creatures are n
the scale of bumanity, it can bardly be
said that some of the poorest of the
Shoshone tribes in our own latitude oc-
cupy a much higher plane. Some of the
wretched patives in Nevada and other
parts of the great basin, hving in holes
dug in hillsides, or merely sheltered by
brush heaps, greedily eating food that
most other savages reject, are unmistak-
ably the poorest specimans of mankind
in North America. As the western his-
torian, Brancroft, says it 18 hardly possi-
ble to conceive & lower phase of bo-
manity.
